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Good News for 
Motorists 


Some manufacturers predict that 
by 1970 motorists will get 50 percent 
more miles per gallon of fuel. 


The reason for this optimistic out- 
look: “stratified-charge’” engines 
which will burn not costly high-oc- 
tane gasoline, but kerosene and its 
humble kin. These engines have ar- 
oused great interest and controversy 
among automotive experts, and most 
major manufacturers are testing one 
or all of them. 


The first of the engines, the TCP 
(Texaco Combustion Process), was de- 
veloped in the late 1940’s by Everett 
M. Barber, a Texaco engineer, Barber 


had an idea for rebuilding the top 


of the engine so it wouldn’t need high 
octanes. He built his idea into a 
crude one-cylinder engine,. and it 
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been experimenting with various ver- 
sions of the engine ever since, and 
engineers state that it will burn gas- 
oline, diesel fuel, jet fuel or kero- 
sene. And according to recent tests 
the engine should do 34 miles to 
the gallon. 


Ford Motor Co. will soon mount 
the latest TCP engine in a new Ford 
to compare its performance with re- 
gular motors,
